A pre-Executive Board meeting was held in Bldg-S Cafeteria on Wednesday, January 
9th, noontime. The general get acquainted luncheon was held and no official 
business was discussed. 


The First Executive Board meeting of 1974 was held in E1/3068,'on January 16, 
noontime. Present were Halligan, Kennedy, Freemen, Lee, Weisz, and Wineman. 


Old Business: February DX Contest: Freeman indicated that although new equipment 
Ts needed (Rotor, External VFO, et al), the phone portion of the 
contest will be entered the first week of February at WB6WPO, 
Operators are needed. 


FM Rig Security: Freeman voiced, per our new insurance policy, that 
the Coit Rig must be kept under key control and PMA's are to be 
used used to remove the Rig temporarily from the Site. A locking 
device to secure the rig to a table top is being investigated. The 
rig will not be permanently installed until] security arrangements 
are completed. 


Shack #2: Al Lee has acquired the use of the Bldg Ml West Lobby 
for our second club station location. Details of operation times 
and access are being worked out. 


FM Rig Insurance: Halligan presented the details on the insurance 
policy for the ICOM 230. The policy is an All Risk, 25$ deductible 
coverage. The premium is $50 for 3 years. 


FM Rig: Weisz announced that two no cost mods will be installed 
in the new rig. 1) A crystal change in order to use Repeater ABE; 
2) An A/B switch to interchange up and down frequencies. Freeman 
is to coordinate the final mods with the rep. 


Club Constitution: Halligan deferred any further discussion on 
possible changes at the present time, 


New Business: Training Classes: Al Lee said so far eight people have signed up 
for the General Class, and two have signed for the Extra Class 
courses. More are expected to attend the classes which start the 
week of January 21st. Notices have been posted on the company 
bulletin boards. 


LA Electronix: Has advised the club that discounts of 10% will 
be given on orders of $100, or more; no discounts will be allowed 
for Swan equipment. 


President's Briefing: Halligan presented a series of charts detail- 
ing his concept of the club's goals. The charts included budget, 
staff, Field Day, CrossTalk, meeting programs, WB6WPO operation 
and club activities.

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TRW SYSTEMS AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 
CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I NAME AND PURPOSE 


Section 1. The name of this organization shall be the TRW Systems Amateur 
Radio Club, hereinafter referred to as the club. It shall be the purpose 
of the club to further the exchange of information and cooperation between 
members, to promote radio knowledge, fraternalism and individual operating 
proficiency, and to so conduct club programs and activities as to advance 
the general interest and welfare of amateur radio in the community. 


ARTICLE II MEMBERSHIP AND VOTING 


Section 1. All persons interested in amateur radio shall be eligible for 
membership. Membership shall be by application upon such terms as the club 
shall by its By-Laws provide. 


Section 2. Classes of membership shall be: 


Full members, who shall be employees of TRW Systems, and who shall 
have all rights and privileges of membership including that of voting. 


Associate members, who shall be those active members not employed 
by TRW Systems. Associate members shall have all rights and 
privileges of membership excluding that of voting. 


Honorary members, who shall be those special members recognized by 
vote of the membership for particular interest in and/or service to 
the club. This class of membership has no voting or other privileges. 


ARTICLE III OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers of the club shall be: a President, a Vice- 
Prestdent, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Activity Manager and a Club 
Station Trustee. These officers and the immediate past President shall 
constitute the club executive committee for the purpose of conducting 
regular club business. 


Section 2. Eligibility for election to club office is restricted to full 
members. No officer shall serve in the same office for more than two 
Consecutive terms, except the club station trustee, who may serve 
indefinitely so long as he is a full member of the club and properly 
licensed by the F.C.C. 


Section 3. The officers of the club shall be elected for a term of one 
year by ballot of the members present, provided there be a quorum, at the 
regular December meeting. Absentee ballots may be included in determina- 
tion of a quorum. Recommendations of the nominating committee will be 
presented, and nominations from the floor will be received, at the regular 
November meeting. 


Section 4. Vacancies occurring between elections must be filled by special 
ballot, at the first regular meeting following announcement of the withdrawal 
or resignation. 
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Section 5. Officers may be removed on motion by a three-fourths vote of the 
membership. 


ARTICLE IV DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS 


Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the club, and 
conduct the same according to the rules adopted, he shall enforce due obser- 
vance of this Constitution and By-Laws; decide all questions of order; sign 
all official documents that are adopted by the club, and perform all 
customary duties pertaining to the office of president. 


Section 2. The Vice-President shall assume all the duties of the president 
Tn the absence of the latter. The Vice-President shall also be responsible 
for all club meeting programs. 


Section 3. The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of all 
meetings, carry on all correspondence, read communications at each meeting, 
and mail written notices to each member of every meeting of the club, except 
when excused from such action by the By-Laws. It shall be the duty of the 
secretary to keep the Constitution and By-Laws of the club and have the 

same with him at every regular and special meeting. He shall cause all 
amendments, changes and additions to be noted thereon and shall permit the 
same to be consulted by members upon request. He shall at the expiration 
of his term turn over all items belonging to the club to his successor. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive and receipt for all monies paid 

@ club; he shall keep an accurate account of all monies received and 
expended. He shall pay no bills without proper authorization (by the club 
or its officers constituting the executive committee). He shall submit 
an itemized statement of disbursements and receipts each month. He shall 
maintain a complete and current membership list and shall provide copies 
to members of the executive committee. He shall prepare for submission to 
the TRW Systems Employees Association all required quarterly and annual 
statements. He shall provide for an annual audit of the club financial 
records. 


Section 5. The Activity Manager shall organize club activities, plan and 
recommend contests for operating benefit, and so advance club interest and 
activity az approved by the club. He shall serve as operating manager of 
the club station. 


Section 6. The Club Station Trustee shall be the principal hicensee of 
the club amateur radio station, and shall be responsible for maintaining 
its license. He shall endeavor to provide the club station with the high- 
est available class of amateur license privileges. 


ARTICLE V MEETINGS 


Section 1. The By-Laws shall provide for regular and special general 
meetings. At general meetings, twenty percent (20%) of the full members 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. On matters 
requiring a vote of the membership, absentee ballots may be included in 
determination of a quorum. 


Section 2. The By-Laws shall provide for regular and special meetings 
of the executive committee. At executive committee meetings, a majority 
of four (4) members of the committee shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 
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ARTICLE VI DUES 


Section 1. The club, by majority vote of those present at any regular 
meeting, may levy upon the general membership such dues or assessments as 
shall be deemed necessary for the business of the organization within its 
objectives. Non-payment of such dues or assessments shall be cause for 
expulsion from the club as provided by the By-Laws. No dues will be 
assessed to honorary members. 


ARTICLE VII AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds (2/3) 
majority of the full members present, provided all members have been 
notified in writing of the intent to amend the Constitution at a specific 
meeting. Proposals for amendments shall be submitted to the membership 
in writing prior to the meeting at which the vote will be taken. 


Section 2. The By-Laws may be amended by majority vote of those present, 
provided all members have been notified in writing of the intent to amend 
the By-Laws at a specified meeting. Proposals for amendments shall be 
submitted to the membership in writing prior to the meeting at which the 
vote will be taken. 


ARTICLE VIII RULES 
Section 1. Robert's Rules shall govern proceedings. 
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TRW SYSTEMS AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 
BY-LAWS 


Section 1, General Meetings 


Regular meetings shall be held on the last Wednesday of each calendar month 

at such time and place as the president shall order. The secretary is not 
required to mail notice of regular meetings to the members. Special meetings 
may be called by the president upon the written request of any five club 
members, or upon approval of the executive committee. Notices shall be sent 
to members concerning special meetings and the business to be transacted. 

Only such business as designated shall be transacted. Such notices shall be 
so sent that by ordinary delivery they arrive 24-hours before the meeting time. 
Such notices shall also include ballots, when appropriate, for the use of 
members unable to be present at the meeting. Company mail shall be considered 
ordinary delivery. 


Section 2. Executive Committee Meetings 


Regular executive committee meetings shall be held on the Wednesday of each 
month two weeks prior to the regular general meeting at such time and place as 
the president shall order. Special meetings may be called by the president 
upon request of any member of the executive committee. 


Section 3. Dues 


A regular yearly assessment of $2.00 per member is hereby assessed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Article VI of the Constitution for the purpose of 
providing funds for current expenses. 


Section 4. Membership 


Application for membership shall be submitted to the club treasurer, and will 
be accepted upon payment of dues. Acceptance of a membership card constitutes 
agreement by the applicant to abide by the Constitution, By-Laws and rules 
promulgated by the club. Members are individually responsible for notifying 
the treasurer of changes in mail location and/or telephone number. Membership 
will be terminated 30 days after expiration, provided at least two written 
notices of expiration have been sent by the club treasurer to the mail location 
of record. 


Section 5. Club QSL Cards 


Club QSL cards shall only be made available to full or associate members hold- 
ing valid amateur radio licenses. Charge to members for QSL cards will be based 
on cost to the club. 


Section 6. Club Station 


A club member using the club station will abide by the rules of the Station, and 
the rules of the F.C.C. Club station rules will be determined by the executive 
committee, with required approval of the club station trustee. In no case will 
remarks derogatory to the club, its officers, SEA, TRW, or its Customers, including 
the United States Government, be aired from the club station.
